All of the precincts to be heard 
from are outside of Cook county and 
many of them in the southern part 
of the state, where further plurali- 
ties for Wilson are anticipated.

No Batter Dessert Than Thla Form of 
Froien Pudding Can Be Put 
on tht table. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs and 
one-half cupful of sugar together un- 
til very light; add slowly one cupful 
of scalded milk. Then gradually pour 
thla over one and one-half ounces of 
unsweetened chocolate. Put the mix- 
ture in a double boiler and stir until 
It thickens and coats the spoon. 
When cold, add one cupful of whipped 
cream, one teaspoonful of vanlla ex- 
tract, and freeze. Prepare and have 
ready one cupful of candled fruits, 
figs and seeded raisins. Cut the can- 
died fruits and figs into small pieces; 
cut the raisins in halves. Make a 
syrup of a quarter of a cupful each of 
sugar and water, add the fruit cook 
until It la tender and plump, then 
Add the fruit to the frozen 
mixture when It is almost done, and 
finish freezing. When done put in a 
quart melon mold and let stand for 
an hour or more, packed in ice and 
salt Serve with flavored whipped 
cream.

Returns from 
down-state showed that in 1,692 out of 
2,788 precinct* outside of Cook county 
Wilson was 14 vote* In the lead.

BLAMES FLIES FOR TYPHOID 



These Offers Good Till December 5. 
STRIKE WHILE THE IRON IS HOT. 



Bacteriologist's Opinion of Recur 
rent Epidemics at Nswark, 
Dal. 

Wilmington, Del. — "The recurrent 
epidemics of typhoid fever at Newark, 
Del., are due to the spread of ty 
phold germs by files. There is no 
doubt about this." 

This declaration was made today by 
Dr. Albert Robin, one ot the foremost 
bacteriologists In me east and for four 
years bacteriologiet In the state labo 
ratory in connection with Delaware 
college at Newark. Dr. Robin, now s 
resident of Wilmington, continued: 

"The four years that 1 spent at 
Newark enabled me to learn all about 
the town. The preaent outbreak of 
typhoid fever is traceable entirely to 
flies. The town has no system oi 
sewerage. Ab a result filth is not car- 
ried away, It remains on the surface 
and In cesspools. The water supply la 
absolutely pure. 

"When a single case of this dread 
disease manifests itself, especially in 
summer, it la not long before other 
cases develop. This Is because files 
carry the germs from the filth to the 
homes of prospective victims by 
vllng over their food. 

"There are now upward ot a dozen 
i s In the town, a majority of them 
! ( lag among colored people who have 
no screLiis la the windows of their 
ru .iies. As long as Newark remains 
without a system of sewers Just so 
long it be Impossible to prevent 
t^ese epidemics at Intervals. It Is 
net possible to kill all the flies, but It 
1b possible for the town to Install 
sewers." 

When a serious epidemic of typhoid 
occurred at Newark a couple of years 
ago snd caused a number of deaths 
(he authorities of the town conducted 
an exhaustive Investigation as to the 
origin without results. Prof. Frelden- 
berg, a member of the Delaware col- 
lege faculty, died from tb

Lay the cloth as for dinner— have a 
few flowers, a couple of small vases 
filled with blossoms and leaves, or a 
low bowl of ferns. Fruit also makes 
a decorative bit of color. Have a lit- 
tle well-polished silver and glass and 
be sure that they are laid tastefully 
and in order. The fashion of drink- 
ing tea or coffee with luncheon Is 
happily going out, their place being 
taken by the more healthful fruit 
drinks, particularly grape Juice. These 
may be prepared beforehand and 
served from a glass pitcher on the 
table. Let all of the things offered 
be good though simple with an attrac- 
tive garnish where necessary, and 
your repast is bound to be successful. 

Do not overload your table, "enough 
Is aa good as a feast," and be sure 
you have enough to go round for "a 
meal 1b scant welcome."

Apple Roly Poly Chiefly Depends for 
Success In Dexterity and Care- 
fulness of Mixing. 

Two large cups of flour (2 cents), 
add a pinch of salt, teaspoon of ba- 
king powder, tablespoon of lard (1 
cent), mix with cold water to a con- 
sistency sufficient to roll out very 
thin. 

Three good-sized cooking apples (4 
cents) chopped very fine. Spread ap- 
ples on rolled out crust, sprinkle well 
with two tablespoonfulB of sugar and 
a little grated nutmeg, roll up as Jelly 
roll. Put In a round pan well greased 
with butter. Be sure to have the pan 
deep, a milk pan la best. Add one- 
half cop of sugar (3 cents), table- 
spoonful of butter (2 cents) and one- 
half teaapoonful of grated nutmeg. 
Cover all with boiling water. Put in 
the oven to bake until a good brown. 
The boiling water, sugar and butter 
make the sauce. Serve hot. This If 
a most delicious pudding. 



Raited Doughnuts. 

Four cups milk, two cups sugar, 
three-fourths cup lard, two eggs, one 
yeast cake, one level teaspoon soda, 
salt. Rub sugar and lard to a cream 
and set aside half of it. Scald milk 
and add to sugar and lard. When 
cool add dissolved yeast cake and 
flour to make a batter. Let rise In a 
warm place over night; beat eggB 
with remaining sugar and mix thor- 
oughly together with the soda dis- 
solved in a few drops of water with 
the batter, add flour to mude a soft 
dough and knead well, roll and cut out 
with a two-inch biscuit cutter Let 
rise until very gllbt. then fry. Hall 
the rule makes five dozen.

Did Care for Him— Again 
His Glare Wlnt. 

New York. — A very fat guinea plj. 
a fluffy ball of white and brown, with 
snappy little beads of eyes that gaze 
j out upon the world fearlessly, has 
j furnished Raymond L. I Ht mars, cura- 
! tor of the Zoological park in the 
j Bronx, and Charley Snyder, his as- 
sistant, with another interesting puz- 
zle, which they are still far from solv- 
ing. The guinea pig was one of a 
i fast increasing group which are from 
i time to time killed off to replenish the 
snakes' bill of fare. The act which 
lifted this particular pig above the 
' others of the family and brought it to 
' the attention of Curator Dltmars and 
Snyder occurred when several days 
ago he managed to get into the in- 
cisure of two hungry boa constriotors, 
; and not only lived but so liked his 
| experience that he sought further ad- 
I venture In the retreat of the eight- 
foot monitor lizard. 
I The little animal was kept in a 
room at the north side of the reptile 
house, and back of the glass front 
containing the 
of the snake family. It 
feeding time for certain of the big 
snakes, and Snyder, with a supply of 
fresh killed guinea pigs and rats, was 
in the narrow passageway back of 
the snake house feeding several In- 
dian rattlers. The little brown and 
white pig, which had become accus- 
tomed to his quarters, wandered out 
Into the space where the keeper was 
working. The little animal was very 
Inquisitive, but Snyder gave him no 
more than passing attention. 

He gave the rattlesnakes their al- 
lowance of food and stood for a few 
minutes wachlng them In the process 
of slowly swallowing their portions. 
Then he turned to the door of the boa 
constrictor cage, and as he opened It 
he saw a sight which filled him with 
surprise. In some way the guinea 
pig had climbed up to the cage and 
gained entrance to It. 

Both snakes were hungry, for It 
had been several days since they had 
been fed, and one of their especial 
delicacies Is guinea pig. Yet neither 
had made any attempt to eat up the 
fearless visitor, and when Snyder 
caught sight of tbe little animal he 
was In a comfortable position along- 
side tbe tall of the longest snake. 

The other snake, half colled, he 
said, was regarding the pig with in- 
terest mixed with amazement. The 
guinea pig appeared to be content, 
and was sitting, regarding the half- 
coiled snake with a steady stare. 

Evidently stimulated by his adven- 
ture In the boa constrictor cage, the 
pig went hunting more the day after 
hiB visit to the snakes. This time It 
got Into the sun room at the east end 
of the reptile bouse. In this room 
are the reptiles that are sick In the 
process of shedding their skins. 

When Mr. Ditmars heard of this 
second visitation, the pig was en- 
deavoring to make friends with the 
big monitor lizard. Now, the lizard 
feeds upon eggs, which it bolts, shells 
and all, and it does not feel amiably 
disposed toward guinea pigs or rats. 

When discovered the little animal 
waj sitting comfortably in front of 
the lizard, regarding it with a" steady 
look that was returned with interest 
by the reptile. When Dltmars ap- 
proached the lizard ambled forward, 
changing its course so aB to move 
around the guinea pig. 

The whole affair was bo extraordi- 
nary that Mr. Ditmars and his assist- 
ant are giving much study to it. Why 
two hungry snakes should refuse 
such a tempting morsel as a brown 
and white guinea pig, and not only 
reject him as an appetite satisfier. 
hut show a desire to make friends 
with him. Is so contrary to the natu- 
ral course of events that both men 
are seeking a reason. Snyder inclines 
to the belief that the guinea pig pos 
eesses what he calls a hypnotic eye 
and that In this the snakeB recog- 
nized one of their own kind, and the 
lizard also found In the pig's star* 
an all-compelling force.
